PETER FRANCIS CONNOR , 27 Fl&un Inivo, West Haven, was inter- 
viewed in relation to his kr.e.vlf-cif-e of LSE HARVEY OSWALD. 
Co>i>:;.R Suid ho \*f,s a member of Marine Air Control Squadron 
Ono. rir.e Air Group 11. first Marine Air Wing, at the 
Naval Air Stat.lon at Atsugt. Jann. during 1957-1958. He 
said OSWALD vis also stationed there and lived in Ills 
birr-rks CONNOR, whose service number Is 1595596, said 
OSWALD -i as not a friend of his and ho did not have a close 
knowledge of. hln. Ho said ho was a trouble -raker and was 
enva-ed "in "a few fights". One of these fights. CONNOR 
said. v.as with a ROBERT LEMURS, when CONNOR believes resides 
In Lewiston, Maine. 

CONNOR rerorted OSWALD had a privately owned Derringer in 
the barracks at Atsugl, which discharged at one time: and 
recordin'* to CONNOR OSWALD was grazed with the bullet. 

CONNOR said he thinks OSWALD was later courtmartialed for 
having the unauthorized pistol. 

CONNOR described OSWALD as. a "real sloppy Marino. . . but he 
had the reputation oi being a pretty good worker". He said 
he remembered OSWALD wearing an expert rifleman’s medal. 

CONNOR said the commander of his outfit was Lieutenant 
Colonel N. D. GLENN. 

CONNOR stated that there were over 100 Marines quartered in 
this barracks, where he and OSWALD were' located. He did not 
know of any close personal friends of OSWALD. He said he 
never heard anyone state that OSWALD had any anti-American 
or pro-Comiminlst sentiments or that, he over made any 
statements indicating this tendency. 

He advised OSWALD was still In Japan when he left there, and 
h» has never been ccntr.cted since that time by OSWALD or 
anyone else inquiring about OSWALD until a close friend of 
his, JERRY E. PITTS. Memphis. Tennessee, apparently furnished 
his name to the press in Memphis. Since then, he has been 
contacted by the press and the local television station 
regarding his knowledge and association with OSWALD. 
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
